Comparisons are never worth much, but Pigmeat Markham’s basic approach to 
humor is somewhat similar to the late Ed Wynn. Pig does not just say funny things — he 
is a funny man. His sketches are warm and very real. Unlike the new breed of comics, 
his comedy does not come from either the stag party or the drawing room. It is about 
life in the streets and it is believable and true. The skits are about things that can and 
have happened to everyone at one time or another. His style is in that long line of 
humor of fools and jesters that entertained the royal courts of England 500 years ago. 
It is a style that few entertainers do today as well as Pigmeat Markham. 

Like Satchel Paige, Dewey "Pigmeat" Markham was born thirty years too soon. If 
he had come on the scene a couple of decades later than he did, Markham would have 
made the same progression from vaudeville to movies to radio to tv made by such peers 
as Ed Wynn, Eddie Cantor and Bert lahr. But Markham was one of the many victims of 
a fifty year suppression of one of America's richest lodes of comedy — Negro humor. 
From the turn of the century until the 1950's, only the great Bert Williams was to 
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make it in the big Broadway shows and the major night clubs. 

But Pig’s genius for broad comedy was not easily suppressed and his star has 
burned brightly on the Negro theatre circuit that included the Apollo and Alhambra 
Theatres in Harlem; the Howard in Washington, D.C., the Paradise in Detroit, the Regal 
in Chicago and the Lincoln in Los Angeles. To this can be added the hundreds of small 
clubs and auditoriums in small towns across the country and countless carnivals, min- 
strel shows and burlesque houses. 

Out of this rigorous background has evolved one of the unique comic personalities 
of our time. After a half-century of performing, Pigmeat remains fresh and original. 
He has devoted himself to making people laugh for so long that he virtually no longer 
can miss. His timing is so effortless and so perfect that he can make big laughs out 
of little ones. The routines on this album are Pigmeat at his best. There are just not 
many around who project a scene in your mind the way Pigmeat Markham can.

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S ince the advent of the guitar as a major solo instrument, 
there have been but a few virtuoso artists who have been 
generally acclaimed as being of immortal stature. This mere 
handful, one might say, is responsible for the newly-discovered 
regard and esteem for the instrument — the most widely-played 
musical instrument in the world, by the way — and the innumer- 
able facets of performance to which the guitar lends itself. 

In a select class by himself stands CARLOS MONTOYA, 
universally considered to be without peer in the field of Fla- 
menco guitar. It is the great MONTOYA who has raised the 
level of this fabulously intricate and complex style of guitar- 
playing to a parallel with the noted concert violinists and pian- 
ists of the day. It is MONTOYA who has served to establish 
a tradition in his singular field, so much so that the style is be- 
coming known far and wide as "Montoya guitar” as well as 
Flamenco guitar. 

Flamenco, in itself, is something of a mystery. It is, in a 
sense, the folk music of the Spanish gypsies. Yet, while the basic 
themes and melodies are traditional, the habit of the "flamencos” 
is to carry the fundamental theme to a point where they take 
full dramatic license and complete the number by individual 
improvisation. So it is with Montoya, whose impromptu crea- 
tions have been noted as supreme examples of spontaneous com- 
position. With his innate sense of perfection, the master 
embellishes his playing with the ultimate in counterpoint and 
theoretical harmony. This is an important factor, undoubtedly, 
in why Montoya is the only Flamenco guitarist in the world who 
performs his art in concert! 

Carlos Montoya is a true Spanish gypsy of Madrid. He began 
to play Flamenco guitar at the age of 8, and, at 14, was already 
beginning to receive widespread recognition for his remarkably 
pure technique and interpretation of the "folklore” of his 
people. To this day, Montoya applies a passionate curiosity to 
the seeking of new variations and musical forms to enhance this 
profoundly mysterious type of melody. 

Ask Sally Montoya, the beauteous and erudite wife of the 
artist, what the underlying reason might be for Carlos’ unusual 
gift, and she is wont to say: "The Spaniards think with their 
hearts instead of their heads. This is particularly true of the 
gypsies, whose whole approach to life is intuitive. Carlos and 
his musid are inseparable, and he has remained purer in style 
than many guitarists in Spain.” 

Of the eight selections contained on this long-playing record, 
four are rendered by Montoya as solo guitar in the strictest 
Flamenco mode. On two others, you will hear him play with a 
complement of castanets; and, on the remaining two selections, 
his playing is further highlighted with vocals, hand-clapping and 
"heel-dancing.” The castanet-playing, hand-clapping and hcel- 
dancing, as well as the vocals, arc symbols of the talent of lovely 
TERE MAYA, as much an artist in her realm as Montoya 
is in his domain. Senorita Maya was born and brought up in 


the caves of Granada. Lest the connotation strike a peculiar 
note, it should be explained that the caves are somewhat modern- 
ized, being generally a whitewashed interior and rather comfort- 
ably furnished. Tere achieved a remarkable local success in 
Madrid, then toured the rest of the European continent, includ- 
ing the Scandinavian countries. Her introduction to America 
was made possible when she joined the troupe of Jose Greco, and 
made a tour of the United States as a featured member of 
his cast. 

The hand-clapping, incidentally, is called "palmas,” some- 
times done in strict tempo with the music, ofttimes in "counter- 
tempo” to it, which is characteristic. Somehow, the gypsies can 
attain a much different sound with their hands than can the 
non-gypsies ("payos”). 

The finger-snapping is a substitute for castanets, since many 
gypsies — surprisingly enough — do not know how to play the 
ebony shells. The finger-snapping is described as "pitos.” 

Most appreciated of the widespread gypsy talents, however, 
is the "zapateo,” or heel-work. Requiring tremendous agility, 
stamina and dexterity, the great zapateos can be classified as true 
virtuosi — regarded in the same esteem as the fine Flamenco gui- 
tarists and concert performers. 

Before we go on to the individual selections herein, it is inter- 
esting to note in passing that, previous to their work on these 
recordings, Montoya and Tere Maya had never collaborated 
before! With no standard rehearsal, per sc, and in less than two 
hours , Carlos and Tere had sensed such a meeting of the minds 
that the result will undoubtedly continue to amaze every listener 
who knows this fact. This is improvisation at its best, with the 
creative Montoya inspiring the inherent talent of Tere Maya 
with his characteristic improvisations. 

Now, for the music itself: 

TEMAS EN FARRUCA — (Themes of Farruca) : The 
Farruca is one of the most popular dance figures at the zambras, 
the colorful gypsy gatherings in Alba'icin, close to Madrid. The 
variations here are exclusively Montoya’s, played in the Farruca 
tempo. 

MELODIAS DE JEREZ — (Alegrias) : Familiar 1 to all lovers 
of the Flamenco dance, especially in the region of Cadiz and 
Jerez in Spain, this represents a melodic anthology of the most 
famous songs of the region. Performed by many noted singers 
of this specialty, the music also serves as background for one of 
the stateliest Flamenco dances. 

BULERIA: Among the most exciting types of Flamenco 
music, the Dulerias offer unlimited opportunity for improvising 
for the guitarist. On this recording, Montoya combines his 
talent with Tere Maya, ending in a climactic frenzy of "palmas 


a contra-tiempo” (hand-clapping in counter-time) against the 
fiery rhythm of the guitar. 

COMPAS FLAMENCO — (Gypsy rhythms, guitar and 
castanets) : This selection was recorded with complete gaiety, 
Carlos and Tere making a funfest of the number with complete 
abandon, with astonishing results in the outcome of a true 
Flamenco. 

ECOS DE SIERRA NEVADA: The wistful, appealing and 
romantic elements of this number stem from the atmosphere of 
the caves on the outskirts of Granada, the Sacromonte, where the 
gypsies live. This is the very soul of the Flamenco, marked by an 
undeniable sincerity in Montoya’s deft interpretation. 

CHUFLA: Another form of the Buleria, the title here is 
quite untranslatable, but it could be said to be "teasing” or just 
having a bit of fun via improvisation. To a greater extent, it 
could be likened to our "jam session,” which the gypsies term 
"juerga.” 

TIENTOS GITANOS: Unfortunately, the tientos are an 
almost-obsolete musical form, having originated in Seville many 
years ago. The famed "La nina de los Peines” is credited with 
having been one of the outstanding exponents of this type, which 
is pure gypsy song. Tere delineates a remarkable example of the 
zapateo, backed by the creative genius of Montoya. 

BOLERA Y CORRALERA: Going back many generations, 
these are traditional folk songs of the Flamencos, and the danc- 
ing and castanetwork displayed by Tere here are quite typical 
of what one would observe in the area of Malaga and Seville. 

If you have heard the magnificent Flamenco guitar of Mon- 
toya before, you will relish the encores he presents within this 
new compilation. If the style and performance of Montoya 
mark a debut audition for you, rest assured that you will long 
remember this day. N-VTT HALE

RUSSELL SMITH 


Although you may not recall his face, his voice is one you will never forget. 

And when you hear his Capitol/Muscle Shoals Sound Records namesake debut LP, you 
will definitely want to remember his name — Russell Smith (February 1982) . 

Russell, of course, used to be the lead singer and guitarist of the Amazing 
Rhythm Aces; his distinctive pipes led the group to mass popularity and his tune- 
smithing pen, responsible for such lustrous gems as "Third Rate Romance" and "The 
End Is Not In Sight (The Cowboy Tune)," brought The Aces critical acclaim. 

Russell grew up in the small town of Lafayette, Tennessee, giving his musical 
debut at the age of four when he sang Hank Williams' "Your Cheatin' Heart" in a 
local talent show. By the time he was 12 Russell knew what he really wanted to do 
— not just sing — but rock 'n' roll, so he put together his first band shortly 
thereafter. 

After kicking around various bands in the area, Russell hooked up with Butch 
Me Cade and Jeff Davis. This group, a forerunner of The Aces, began playing the local 
bars and clubs in nearby Knoxville. 

"We got together because we didn't like what most of the bands around there 
were playing at the time, which was whatever was on Top 40 radio," explains Russell. 

"If you didn't do that you usually didn't work. But we found this one real dive 
where the guy liked what we played — he was an ex-con, he had the blues — and we 
really got into that gig." 

The gig, however, went nowhere, and Butch and Jeff left the band to go on the 
road with Jesse Winchester, leaving Russell behind. Although he didn't know it at 
the time, this turned out to be Russell ' s big break as a songwriter. 

"I had gotten so disgusted I decided to try and write my own tunes. Then, when 
Butch and Jeff were fixing to go out on the road, they found they didn't have enough 
material. So Butch played Jesse a couple of the tapes we had made together of "Third 
Rate Romance" and "The End Is Not In Sight" and they put them in their live show. And 
when it was time to cut a record, Jesse cut them." 

Butch and Jeff soon returned to Knoxville, teaming up with Smith and Billy 
Earheart. Eventually The Amazing Rhythm Aces were bom with the addition of Barry 
Burton and James Hooker in 1974. By 1975 they had released their first LP, Stacked 
Deck , and were nominated for a Grammy Award as Best New Artists. Russell sang lead 
in The Aces and wrote most of the group's material, including the ASCAP-award winning 
hits "Dancin' The Night Away" (co-written with James H. Brown, Jr., p.k.a. James Hooker) 
and "Amazing Grace (Used To Be Her Favorite Song); "Third Rate Romance," which went 
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Itop 15 and wn the 1975 Chart Buster Award; and "The End Is Not In Sight (The Cowboy 
Tune) , " which appeared on Too Stuffed It) Jump and won The Aces a Grammy for Best 
Country' Vocal Performance by a Group in 1976. 

Russell's vocal and writing skills continued to shine on The Aces' four subse- 
quent albums: Toucan Do It Too (1977), Burning The Ballroom Down (1978), The Amazing 
Rhythm Aces (1979) and How The Hell Do You Spell Rythum? (1980) . His songs have 
been covered by Rosanne Cash, Leo Sayer and The Oak Ridge Boys as well as Winchester. 

The Amazing Rhythm Aces disbanded in January 1981 and Russell joined Capitol 
Records as a solo artist via the label's deal with Muscle Shoals Sound Records. He 
recorded his eponymous debut at Muscle Shoals Sound Studios in Sheffield, Alabama, 
under the guidance of producers Barry' Beckett and Jimny Johnson. Beckett is famed 
for his work with Boz Scaggs, Bob Dylan and Delbert Media ton, and Johnson is well 
known for his production of The Aces, Levon Helm and Lynyrd Skynyrd. 

Russell Smith has more of a pop feel than some of the R&B-flavored material 
Beckett and Johnson have been producing lately. "It was a little bit different 
on my album than some of the other rhythm & blues-type records," Russell explains. 

"It turned out fine because we've worked together before on various things. The 
Aces have been in Muscle Shoals for two or three years, so it was very' easy. Barry 
and Jimny are good producers and they understand my style." 

Russell is supported on the album with his own shining guitar-work, the keyboard 
playing of longtime associate Jamas Hooker and the MSS rhythm section, including Larrie 
londin on drums, Joe Osborn on bass, Pete Carr on guitars and Dobro, Duncan Cameron 
on Dobro and Tom Roady on percussion. 

He spent the past year working on the songs for Russell Smith , and his talents 
as a songwriter are crystallized in the album's ten tunes, all of which he co-wrote 
with Janes H. Brown, JR., except "Our Lady Of The Blues," which he penned alone. 
Russell's songs all touch the theme of love — from the pain and loneliness of love 
and separation to the pleasure in fullfillnent — and his vocal styling involves 
a range of emotions. 

"I think that they're some of the best things I've ever done," sniles Russell. 
"This was the first time since The Aces began that I've had the time to write and 
re-write and think about songs for such a long tine before I actually cut them. And 
I believe all that time and care shows through in the end." 

Once you hear the album you'll probably agree that they are sore of his best 
songs. And the name won't escape you again, because you'll know it's Russell Smith .

Comparisons are never worth much, but Pigmeat Markham’s basic approach to 
humor is somewhat similar to the late Ed Wynn, Pig does not just say funny things — he 
is a funny man. His sketches are warm and very real. Unlike the new breed of comics, 
his comedy does not come from either the stag party or the drawing room. It is about 
life in the streets and it is believable and true. The skits are about things that can and 
. have happened to everyone at one time or another. His style is in that long line of 
■humor of fools and jesters that entertained the royal courts of England 500 years ago. 
It is a style that few entertainers do today as well as Pigmeat Markham. 

Like Satchel Paige, Dewey "Pigmeat” Markham was born thirty years too soon. If 
he had come on the scene a couple of decades later than he did, Markham would have 
made the same progression from vaudeville to movies to radio to tv made by such peers 
as Ed Wynn, Eddie Cantor and Bert Lahr. But Markham was one of the many victims of 
a fifty year suppression of one of America’s richest lodes of comedy — Negro humor. 
From the turn of the century until the 1950’s, only the great Bert Williams was to 


make it in the big Broadway shows and the major night clubs. 

But Pig’s genius for broad comedy was not easily suppressed and his star has 
burned brightly on the Negro theatre circuit that included the Apollo and Alhambra 
Theatres in Harlem; the Howard in Washington, D C., the Paradise in Detroit, the Regal 
in Chicago and the Lincoln in Los Angeles. To this can be added the hundreds of small 
clubs and auditoriums in small towns across the country and countless carnivals, min- 
strel shows and burlesque houses. 

Out of this rigorous background has evolved one of the unique comic personalities 
of our time. After a half-century of performing, Pigmeat remains fresh and original. 
He has devoted himself to making people laugh for so long that he virtually no longer 
can miss. His timing is so effortless and so perfect that he can make big laughs out 
of little ones. The routines on this album are Pigmeat at his best. There are just not 
many around who project a scene in your mind the way Pigmeat Markham can.

She is a highly accomplished 
composer in her own right and is in constant demand by the 
gymnastic clubs in the northern California area.

Singing at Yale is not just a diversion for the members of the Augmented 
Seven, but almost a way of life in which each man is enveloped when 
he becomes a part of the group. The series of endless parties, concerts 
and proms, which seem to be commonplace with informal singing 
groups at Yale, in part produces the feeling of unity and friendship 
among the members of the Augmented Seven. But it is also the long 
hours in rehearsals, days and nights spent in cars crowded with luggage 
and tired bodies, and vacations at home which are sacrificed in order 
to work and have fun and entertain with the group, that provides this 
unity. These are the things that made the group strive together for a 
musical excellence and provide the spirit underlying the Augmented 
Seven and its music. 

A group of personalities widened the scope of the repertoire, from the 
warm, mellow sounds of modern arrangements to the driving beat of 
West Indian Calypsos.

S ince the advent of the guitar as a major solo instrument, 
there have been but a few virtuoso artists who have been 
generally acclaimed as being of immortal stature. This mere 
handful, one might say, is responsible for the newly-discovered 
regard and esteem for the instrument — the most widely-played 
musical instrument in the world, by the way — and the innumer- 
able facets of performance to which the guitar lends itself. 

In a select class by himself stands CARLOS MONTOYA, 
universally considered to be without peer in the field of Fla- 
menco guitar. It is the great MONTOYA who has raised the 
level of this fabulously intricate and complex style of guitar- 
playing to a parallel with the noted concert violinists and pian- 
ists of the day. It is MONTOYA who has served to establish 
a tradition in his singular field, so much so that the style is be- 
coming known far and wide as "Montoya guitar” as well as 
Flamenco guitar. 

Flamenco, in itself, is something of a mystery. It is, in a 
sense, the folk music of the Spanish gypsies. Yet, while the basic 
themes and melodies are traditional, the habit of the "flamencos” 
is to carry the fundamental theme to a point where they take 
full dramatic license and complete the number by individual 
improvisation. So it is with Montoya, whose impromptu crea- 
tions have been noted as supreme examples of spontaneous com- 
position. With his innate sense of perfection, the master 
embellishes his playing with the ultimate in counterpoint and 
theoretical harmony. This is an important factor, undoubtedly, 
in why Montoya is the only Flamenco guitarist in the world rvho 
performs his art in concert! 

Carlos Montoya is a true Spanish gypsy of Madrid. He began 
to play Flamenco guitar at the age of 8, and, at 14, was already 
beginning to receive widespread recognition for his remarkably 
pure technique and interpretation of the "folklore” of his 
people. To this day, Montoya applies a passionate curiosity to 
the seeking of new variations and musical forms to enhance this 
profoundly mysterious type of melody. 

Ask Sally Montoya, the beauteous and erudite wife of the 
artist, what the underlying reason might be for Carlos’ unusual 
gift, and she is wont to say: "The Spaniards think with their 
hearts instead of their heads. This is particularly true of the 
gypsies, whose whole approach to life is intuitive. Carlos and 
his musid are inseparable, and he has remained purer in style 
than many guitarists in Spain.” 

Of the eight selections contained on this long-playing record, 
four are rendered by Montoya as solo guitar in the strictest 
Flamenco mode. On two others, you will hear him play with a 
complement of castanets; and, on the remaining two selections, 
jiis playing is further highlighted with vocals, hand-clapping and 
"heel-dancing.” The castanet-playing, hand-clapping and heel- 
as wcl1 as tl,e vocals, are symbols of the talent of lovely 
TERE MAYA, as much an artist in her realm as Montoya 
is in his domain. Senorita Maya was born and brought up in

the caves of Granada. Lest the connotation strike a peculiar 
note, it should be explained that the caves are somewhat modern- 
ized, being generally a whitewashed interior and rather comfort- 
ably furnished. Tere achieved a remarkable local success in 
Madrid, then toured the rest of the European continent, includ- 
ing the Scandinavian countries. Her introduction to America 
was made possible when she joined the troupe of Jose Greco, and 
made a tour of the United States as a featured member of 
his cast. 

The hand-clapping, incidentally, is called "palmas,” some- 
times done in strict tempo with the music, ofttimes in "counter- 
tempo” to it, which is characteristic. Somehow, the gypsies can 
attain a much different sound with their hands than can the 
non-gypsies ("payos”). 

The finger-snapping is a substitute for castanets, since many 
gypsies — surprisingly enough — do not know how to play the 
ebony shells. The finger-snapping is described as "pitos.” 

Most appreciated of the widespread gypsy talents, however, 
is the "zapateo,” or heel-work. Requiring tremendous agility, 
stamina and dexterity, the great zapateos can be classified as true 
virtuosi — regarded in the same esteem as the fine Flamenco gui- 
tarists and concert performers. 

Before we go on to the individual selections herein, it is inttr- 
esting to note in passing that, previous to their work on these 
recordings, Montoya and Tere Maya had never collaborated 
before! With no standard rehearsal, per se, and in less than two 
hours, Carlos and Tere had sensed such a meeting of the minds 
that the result will undoubtedly continue to amaze every listener 
who knows this fact. This is improvisation at its best, with the 
creative Montoya inspiring the inherent talent of Tere Maya 
with his characteristic improvisations. 

Now, for the music itself: 

TEMAS EN FARRUCA — (Themes of Farruca) : The 
Farruca is one of the most popular dance figures at the zambras, 
the colorful gypsy gatherings in Albai'cin, close to Madrid. The 
variations here are exclusively Montoya’s, played in the Farruca 
tempo. 

MELODIAS DE JEREZ — (Alcgrias) : Familiar to all lovers 
of the Flamenco dance, especially in the region of Cadiz and 
Jerez in Spain, this represents a melodic anthology of the most 
famous songs of the region. Performed by many noted singers 
of this specialty, the music also serves as background for one of 
the stateliest Flamenco dances. 

BULERIA: Among the most exciting types of Flamenco 
music, the Bulerias offer unlimited opportunity for improvising 
for the guitarist. On this recording, Montoya combines his 
talent with Tere Maya, ending in a climactic frenzy of "palmas 


a contra-tiempo” (hand-clapping in counter-time) against the 
fiery rhythm of the guitar. 

COMPAS FLAMENCO — (Gypsy rhythms, guitar and 
castanets) : This selection was recorded with complete gaiety, 
Carlos and Tere making a funfest of the number with complete 
abandon, with astonishing results in the outcome of a true 
Flamenco. 

ECOS DE SIERRA NEVADA: The wistful, appealing and 
romantic elements of this number stem from the atmosphere of 
the caves on the outskirts of Granada, the Sacromonte, where the 
gypsies live. This is the very soul of the Flamenco, marked by an 
undeniable sincerity in Montoya’s deft interpretation. 

CHUFLA: Another form of the Buleria, the title here is 
quite untranslatable, but it could be said to be "teasing” or just 
having a bit of fun via improvisation. To a greater extent, it 
could be likened to our "jam session,” which the gypsies term 
"juerga.” 

TIENTOS GITANOS: Unfortunately, the tientos are an 
almost-obsolete musical form, having originated in Seville many 
years ago. The famed "La nina de los Peines” is credited with 
having been one of the outstanding exponents of this type, which 
is pure gypsy song. Tere delineates a remarkable example of the 
Zapateo, backed by the creative genius of Montoya. 

BOLERA Y CORRALERA: Going back many generations, 
these are traditional folk songs of the Flamencos, and the danc- 
ing and castanetwork displayed by Tere here are quite typical 
of what one would observe in the area of Malaga and Seville. 

If you have heard the magnificent Flamenco guitar of Mon- 
toya before, you will relish the encores he presents within this 
new compilation. If the style and performance of Montoya 
mark a debut audition for you, rest assured that you will long 
remember this day. NATT HALE

RUSSELL SMITH 


Although you may not recall his face, his voice is one you will never forget. 

And when you hear his Capitol/Muscle Shoals Sound Records namesake debut LP, you 
will definitely want to remember his name — Russell Smith (February 1982) . 

Russell, of course, used to be the lead singer and guitarist of the Amazing 
Rhythm Aces; his distinctive pipes led the group to mass popularity and his tune- 
smithing pen, responsible for such lustrous gems as "Third Rate Romance" and "The 
End Is Not In Sight (The Cowboy Tune) ," brought The Aces critical acclaim. 

Russell grew up in the small town of Lafayette, Tennessee, giving his musical 
debut at the age of four when he sang Hank Williams' "Your Cheatin' Heart" in a 
local talent show. By the tine he was 12 Russell knew what he really wanted to do 
— not just sing — but rock 'n' roll, so he put together his first band shortly 
thereafter. 

After kicking around various bands in the area, Russell hooked up with Butch 
McDade and Jeff Davis. This group, a forerunner of The Aces, began playing the local 
bars and clubs in nearby Knoxville. 

"We got together because we didn't like what most of the bands around there 
were playing at the time, which was whatever was on Top 40 radio," explains Russell. 

"If you didn't do that you usually didn't work. But we found this one real dive 
where the guy liked what we played — he was an ex-con, he had the blues — and we 
really got into that gig." 

The gig, however, went nowhere , and Butch and Jeff left the band to go on the 
road with Jesse Winchester, leaving Russell behind. Although he didn't know it at 
the time, this turned out to be Russell's big break as a songwriter. 

"I had gotten so disgusted I decided to try and write my own tunes. Then, when 
Butch and Jeff were fixing to go out on the road, they found they didn't have enough 
material. So Butch played Jesse a couple of the tapes we had made together of "Third 
Rate Romance" and "The End Is Not In Sight" and they put them in their live show. And 
when it was time to cut a record, Jesse cut them. " 

Butch and Jeff soon returned to Knoxville, teaming up with Smith and Billy 
Earheart. Eventually The Amazing Rhythm Aces were bom with the addition of Barry 
Burton and James Hooker in 1974. By 1975 they had released their first LP, Stacked 
Deck, and were nominated for a Grammy Award as Best New Artists. Russell sang lead 
in The Aces and wrote most of the group's material, including the ASCAP-award winning 
hits "Dancin' The Night Away" (co-written with James H. Brown, Jr., p.k.a. James Hooker) 
and "Amazing Grace (Used To Be Her Favorite Song); "Third Rate Romance," which went 

cont'd. . . 
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Tcp 15 and von the 1975 Chart Buster Award; and "The End Is Not In Sight (The Cowboy 
Tune) , " which appeared on Too Stuffed TO Jimp and won The Aces a Gramny for Best 
Country Vocal Performance by a Group in 1976. 

Russell's vocal and writing skills continued to shine on The Aces' four subse- 
quent albums: Toucan Do It Too (1977) , Burning The Ballroom Down (1978) , The Amazing 
Rhythm Aces (1979) and How The Hell Do You Spell Rythum? (1980) . His songs have 
been covered by Rosanne Cash, Leo Sayer and The Cak Ridge Boys as well as Winchester. 

The Amazing Rhythm Aces disbanded in January 1981 and Russell joined Capitol 
Records as a solo artist via the label's deal with Muscle Shoals Sound Records. He 
recorded his eponymous debut at Muscle Shoals Sound Studios in Sheffield, Alabama, 
under the guidance of producers Barry' Beckett and Jimmy Johnson. Beckett is famed 
for his work with Boz Scaggs, Bob Dylan and Delbert McClinton, and Johnson is well 
known for his production of The Aces, Levon Helm and Lynyrd Skynyrd. 

Russell Smith has more of a pop feel than some of the R&B- flavored material 
Beckett and Johnson have been producing lately. "It was a little bit different 
on my album than seme of the other rhythm & blues-type records," Russell explains. 

"It turned out fine because we've worked together before on various things. The 
Aces have been in Muscle Shoals for tvo or three years, so it was very easy. Barry 
and Jimmy are good producers and they understand my style." 

Russell is supported on the album with his own shining guitar-work, the keyboard 
playing of longtime associate James Hooker and the MSS rhythm section, including Larrie 
londin on drums, Joe Osborn on bass, Pete Carr on guitars and Dobro, Duncan Cameron 
on Dobro and Tom Roady on percussion. 

He spent the past year working on the songs for Russell Smith , and his talents 
as a songwriter are crystallized in the album's ten tunes, all of which he co-wrote 
with James H. Brown, JR., except "Our Lady Of The Blues," which he penned alone. 
Russell's songs all touch the theme of love — from the pain and loneliness of love 
and separation to the pleasure in fullfillment — and his vocal styling involves 
a range of emotions. 

"I think that they're some of the best things I've ever done," smiles Russell. 
"This was the first time since The Aces began that I've had the time to write and 
re-write and think about songs for such a long tine before I actually cut them. And 
I believe all that time and care shows through in the end." 

Once you hear the album you'll probably agree that they are sone of his best 
songs. And the name won't escape you again, because you'll know it's Russell Smith .
